— I  was,  after 
no  inconsiderable  reading  and  inquiry,  con¬ 
strained  to  draw  off  my  attention  ;  having  a  full 
conviction  that,  if  tlie.^^e  things  were  not  so 
useless  as  not  to  in"ril  regard,  they  were  too 
high  to  bn  reacheti,  nr  too  deep  to  be  fathom¬ 
ed  :  and  therefore  of  such  subjt ns  I  have  long 
been  very  contentedly  ignorant.  'Ve  shall 
know,  in  a  few*  moments  after  we  enter  the 
w'orld  of  light,  much  ntore  than  we  cotdd  ae- 
quire  here  by  the  laborious  study  ot  many 
years  ;  while  the  [irecions  tune  and  alieniion 
saved  from  inip"rlinpiiees  can  be  rt-ndetetl  pro¬ 
fitable  to  life  and  godliness.  I  have  valued 
nothing  in  teaidiing  since  I  have  Iteen  here  hut

What  was  iIkmi  anxiety 
is  now  repose  ;  what  was  ihmi  hopt;  is  now 
a '.complishtnenl ;  what  was  then  prayer  is  now 
praise.  What  a  season  of  hnmilialion,  you 
will  naturally  conclude,  in  isl  this  have  been  !

Mow  ha.s  my  life  been  in¬ 
dulged  !  How  few  liave  been  so  satisfied 
with  fivotir,  and  filled  wilb  the  blessing  ol  llie 
L  trd  !  Vet  I  liavc  Iia  1  trials  enough  to  re¬ 
mind  me  ill  at  “  full  bliss  is  bliss  divine.” 

'riioiigh  I  h  ive  not  drunk  deep  of  the  cup,  I 
have  Ui'ted  the  billeriiess  of  alllnnioii.  One 
trial  his  pressed  up  m  me  with  peculiar  force, 
and  concorniiig  which  I  should  liave  been 
ready  to  say,  Iiord,  alTlicl  me  in  any  other 
point,  hut  his  ways  are  right.
